Education Week sparks traffic jams

Visitors coming for Education Week are likely to be 
slowed down by two of the reconstruction projects in 
progress in the Provo-Orem area. 

The roads from two freeway offramps to BYU might 
have lane closures, according to Darlene Riddle of the 
Utah Department of Transportation. 

People taking the University Avenue offramp from I-15 
Monday through Thursday might find traffic a problem. 

A $1.5 million project on South University. Avenue 


- between 900 South and I-15 is complete, but lane closures 


are still expected in the future, traffic officials have 
announced. : 

Those taking the 1200 South exit will encounter the work 
that continues in front of the University Mall on State 
Street in Orem. The reconstruction, covering two miles 
between 1500 South and 1000 South, has made the second 
busiest intersection in Utah frustrating. 

Completion of the reconstruction is scheduled for 
Nov. 15, but Riddle expects incentives will shorten the 
time. 

“Western Quality Concrete is an excellent contractor,” 
Riddle said. “They'll probably be through with it way 


before (Nov. 15).” 

What Riddle couldn’t do was guarantee completion by 
Education Week. 

The $4.3 million project replaced asphalt with concrete 
to fix grooves and pot holes in the road. 

The concrete will last longer and require less mainte- 
nance, Riddle said. 

Although no construction is in progress on Center Street, 
the road is still one of the worst drives in the area. The 
crowded two lane street is characterized by frequent stops 
with lights, traffic signs and cars turning and backing from 
parking spaces. During one stretch parked cars line both 
sides of the street. 

Provo resident Tracey Manare said that she purposely 
avoids the street because it is a difficult drive. 

“T don’t like worrying about all the parked cars and the 
lanes seem so narrow,” Manare said. “I try finding other 
ways to get where I need to go.” 

So if you came from out of town to attend Education 
Week, you have already made a difficult decision choos- 
ing an offramp. 

Congratulations on arriving safely, and if you do 
encounter these construction sites, the Utah Department of 
Transportation reminds you to watch for lane restrictions 
and obey all signs and flaggers.

It all started 72 years ago — BYU 
president Franklin Stewart Harris sug- 
gested holding a conferénce for the 
leadership of the Church and called it 
“Leadership Week.” 

President Harris decided to hold the 
conference during the winter so local 
farmers wouldn’t have to leave their 
crops to attend the classes. About 
2,250 people attended. It was the 
beginning of what today is called 
Education Week, which brings 
thousands of adults and youths to 
BYU to attend 1,100 classes. This 
year’s theme is “Education: Refined 
by Reason and by Revelation.” 

The lines probably weren’t as long, 
but the purpose of Leadership Week 
was similar to the purpose of 
Education Week, “‘to inspire and pre- 
pare members of the Church for high- 
er qualities of leadership.” It was a 
chance for Church leaders to come in 
contact with outstanding teachers and 
leaders in the Church, said Mack 
Palmer, director of Education Week. 


Held.annually_since that time, _ 


except during World War II, 1947 and 
1949, Education Week has prompted 
other educational programs and has 
attracted the attention of thousands of 
Church members who have come 
from all over the world to attend. 
More than 30,000 people are expect- 
ed to attend Education Week this year 
— more than the student population 
during the academic school year at 
BYU. Students fill the campus, com- 
ing to hear exceptional speakers and

performers and to learn more about 
the gospel and family living. Because 
the speakers are exceptional, the lines 
for classes, food, parking and beds are 
long. Although the Education Week 
board considered limiting registration, 
they consider such a policy as ham- 
pering one of the purposes of 
Education Week — to provide an 
exceptional learning opportunity to as 
many people as possible, the board 
said. 

“Even without the Marriott Center 
(where over 22,000 students could be 
accommodated), most hours there is 
class space for more than 15,000 stu- 
dents. The highest number of students 
in class at any given hour at 
Education Week seldom exceeds that 
number, they said. 

In 1950, the program was changed 
to the summer in order to avoid: con- 
flicts with the regular day school. 
Until 1955, patrons. could attend the 
program without charge; in that year.a 
registration fee of one dollar was 
authorized. 

The most popular classes are reli- 
gion, Palmer said. Family relations 
classes and self-improvement classes 
are also very popular, the threé sub- 
jects making up approximately 50 
percent of the classes, he said. This 
year there is an increased focus-on 
youth classes, for young people who 
choose to come to Education Week 
with their family rather than attending 
other summer youth conferences.

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‘35,000’ poses challenge for planners

Accommodating the storm of 
35,000 people that strikes campus 
during Education Week requires plan- 
‘ning, planning and more planning. 

' Covering costs, preparing for the 

“housing needs and appetites of the 
students, finding speakers and finding 
classrooms for those speakers are just 
some of the challenges facing 
Education Week planners. 

Last year, enrollment was close to 
35;000. This year, it should be about 
the same, said Sherie Rogde, 
Education Week program coordinator. 

With no enrollment cap, Education 
Week provides a learning opportunity 
at a reasonable price for as many peo- 
pleas possible. 

“The large numbers of people make 
it possible to have such a low price 
for-registration;’ Rogde said. 

While the large number of people 
helps contain prices, it also creates 
challenges. 

“We do not have housing to accom- 
modate all the people coming,” said a 
student auxiliary services coordinator, 
who requested anonymity. 

BYU can do very little about this 
problem, however, and most people 
are left to their own devices to find a 
place to stay. 

About 4,000 spaces were provided 
in}on-campus housing at Helaman 
Halls, Heritage Halls, Deseret Towers 
.and the Foreign Language Student 
Residence, but these openings filled 
almost as soon as registration began 
in April, she said. 

This leaves more than 30,000 people 
(minus the locals who choose to live 
at home) to find alternative lodging. 
The ensuing glut of housing demand 
fills motels from Salt Lake City to 
Nephi. But, there are other options. 

Some local apartment complexes 
rent to Education Week students. The 
Glenwood made available about 40 
units — each holding up to 6 tenants 
—and filled them on a first-come 
first-served basis, said Teresa 
Yurchison, the Glenwood office man- 
ager. 

Many people stay at campgrounds, 
RY parks and the homes of friends 
and family, Rogde said. 

fhe next challenge? Planning meals 
forthe lunch and dinner hour rushes. 

Education Week students may notice 
that classés run continuously through- 
out the day, with no time set aside for 
meal breaks. 

This is intentional. It allows people 
to eat whenever they get hungry, or 
not eat at all. If everyone had the 
same lunch hour, the onslaught of 
customers at the Cougareat, Morris 


and Cannon Center cafeterias and 
local restaurants could be overwhelm- 
ing. 

Food carts will be placed around 
campus for a quick bite to eat. Also, 
additional employees have been 
added to the cafeterias in the Morris 
Center and Cannon Center to accom- 
modate the upsurge of diners, she 
said. 


Classes are scattered 
from the Marriott Center 
in the north to the 
Joseph Smith Building 
in the south. 


She emphasized that people should 
not be discouraged by the long cafete- 
ria lines, because they may move 
quickly. 

So, bring on the next challenge — 
finding speakers. 

Education Week asks potential 
speakers to submit titles and a series 
of related presentations. The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
Correlation Committee reviews all 
proposals. There are plenty of appli- 


cants and most are accepted, Rogde 


said. 

Many applicants have taught for 
years and want to continue, she said. 
Others have never spoken at 
Education Week before. 

Next: find classrooms for approxi- 
mately 29 lectures every class hour, 
10 class hours throughout the day — 
8:30 a.m. to 9:25 p.m. That’s almost 
300 classes. 

Only 10 rooms on campus hold 
more than 500 people. In an effort to 
utilize the largest rooms, classes are 
scattered from the Marriott Center — 
north of campus — to the Joseph 
Smith Building — on the far south 
end of campus. This may leave some 
grueling hikes for the truly motivated 
Education Week goer. But, if the 
weather is right, it will be a great 
opportunity to admire BYU’s beauti- 
ful campus. 

So, the planning is done, and it is 
now time for Education Week coordi- 
nators to relax and enjoy the fruits of 
their labor, then perhaps take a few 
months off until planning begins for 
next year’s event. 

Relax? A few months off? 

“In September, we wrap up the 
August program,” Rogde said. “In 
October or November, we’ll begin 
planning for the following year.” 

Tt was.a nice thought, anyway.

BYU housing policy under fire by ACLU 


In 1978,.based on BYU’s unique 


Editor’s note: Since November 1993, 
BYU and the ACLU have been in a 
constant debate over BYU’s student 
housing policy. The following is a 
compilation of the most recent cov- 
érege, printed in the Universe during 
August.

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‘American Civil Liberties Union 
attorneys announced a lawsuit against 
several Provo area apartment com- 
plexes, alleging they discriminate 
between potential tenants based on 
BYU student status, gender, familial 
status and religion, violating the 1968 
federal Fair Housing Act. 
“The quickest, most efficient way to 
4 solution is to file an action,” said 
ACLU attorney Kathryn Kendell in a 
press conference Thursday, when 
asked if any other measures were 
taken to settle the dispute. Kendell 
gaid lengthy discussions about possi- 
bly altering the Honor Code did take 
place with BYU before the ACLU 
filed suit. 
» Carol Gnade, ACLU executive 
director for Utah, said they focused 
their attention on BYU’s housing pol- 
icy after a non-BYU student tenant 
was threatened with eviction from 
Branbury Park after posters of 
immodestly-dressed women were 
found on his wall in November. 

After the incident, Associate 
Director of Public Communication, 


. Brent Harker, said the landlords were 
~ asked not to allow the mingling of 
~-students and nonstudents in their units 


in compliance with the 1978 agree- 


«ment. 


Mark Wilson, 20, and Anne Walker, 


2 LBs are the plaintiffs claiming they 
* Were discriminated against by several 
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apartment complexes because of their 
non-BYU student status. After appeal- 
ing to the ACLU, they also posed as 
single parents with children to “test” 
different apartment complexes to see 
if they would be discriminated 
against. 

“Our lawsuit asks really only ... that 
these practices (of discrimination and 
segregation) be stopped,” Kendall 
said. “We will be filing a preliminary 
injunction ... asking that the court 
issue an injunction stopping these dis- 
criminatory practices from continu- 
ing.” 

Although none of the complex own- 
ers or managers asked Wilson and 
Walker if they are LDS, Kendell said 
asking potential tenants whether or 
not they are students is like asking 
their religion, and has the effect of 
discriminating against non-LDS stu- 
dents or nonstudents. 

In the lawsuit Kendell said, 
“Plaintiffs Mark Wilson and Anne 
Walker were refused housing, were 
segregated and were discriminated 
against in the rental of housing based 
on religion. Defendants’ refusal to 
rent to non-BYU students has the 
effect of segregating Mormon tenants 
from non-Mormon tenants.” 

Although BYU is not listed as a 
defendant in the lawsuit, BYU’s hous- 
ing policy, based on the Honor Code, 
creates the problem for landlords, 
who are anxious to comply with BYU 
to retain “BYU-approved” status so 
that BYU students would be allowed 
to live in their apartments. 

David Freeman, one of the owners 
of Glenwood, feels the dispute is 
between the ACLU and BYU. 

“I am angry that they are coming 
against me as an apartment owner 
when they really want to get BYU 
and the LDS Church,” Freeman said. 
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religious mission, the U.S. 
Department of Justice made an agree- 
ment with BYU recognizing that 
“BYU has the right to agree with indi- 
vidual landlords that identified build- 
ings or wings of buildings will be 
rented exclusively to single students 
subject to such terms and conditions 
including separate complexes, wings 
for single male students or single 
female students as may be agreed 
upon between BYU and each individ- 
ual landlord.” 

The definition of “student” could 
include students enrolled at other 
institutions in the area who for moral 
or religious reasons choose to live in 
BYU-approved housing. 

In January 1994 the housing policy 
was restated because “landlords ... 
allowed the mingling of students and 
nonstudents in some of their units,” 
President*Lee said!na letter that 
appeared in the Daily Universe 
January 20. 

Harker recognizes that BYU’s off- 
campus housing policy is under attack 
as a result of the suit and said BYU 
will offer the legal services of Dave 
Thomas, Assistant General Counsel 
for BYU. The defendants and BYU 
are expected to meet this week. 

“We feel strongly about our princi- 
ples, and we will defend them,” 
Harker said. “BYU has lived up to the 
Justice Department agreement.

Garner asked Judy if he considers 
himself a martyr. “I am suffering for a 
cause,” he said, referring to his prison 
term that can possibly extend between 
one and 15 years.

Judy has been evaluated by six doc- 
tors, each of whom have differing 
opinions about his mental health, 
ranging from paranoia to schizophre- 
nia. However, Judy claims he is as 
mentally healthy as he has ever been. 

He claims that “the doctors are tak- 
ing a legitimate religious experience 
and turning it into a mental health 
problem.” 

“Do you believe it’s possible in the 
future that the spiritual promptings 
could order you to use force or ter- 
ror?” Garner questioned. 

“If you’re asking me if I’d ever do it 
again, the answer is ‘Absolutely 
not!’” Judy said. 

Garner took the case under advise- 
ment and will deliver a decision to 
Judy within the next two weeks.

They 
had not received any reports of 
injuries. 

Matt Hutchings, of Provo Water 
Resources said, “Mostly building 
damage occurred to old buildings.

“This program can help kids decide 
where they want to go for college, and 
hopefully the experience they have 
here will attract the highest caliber of 
youth,” Johnson said. 

According to Cindy Bishop, admin- 
istrative assistant for EFY, this is 
exactly the case with many of the 
youth who come home with a power- 


ful and positive experience. 

“They associate those feelings, 
where their testimonies were strength- 
ened, or even formed, with BYU, and 
BYU’s numbers grow because of it.” 
she said. 

“If only the college community here 
could see, could understand, just what 
changes. go on in the few short days 
with these 20,000 youth, if everyone 
could see the positive effects of this 
one experience, ... that these kids 
leave this campus ready to share the 
gospel,” Bishop said.

dents at BYU will never be required 
to occupy the same bedrooms with 
members of the opposite sex.” : 

Harker commented that possible 
options could include leasing or pur- 
chasing off-campus apartment com- 
plexes, which would shift ownership 
rights to BYU, should the ACLU win 
its lawsuit. 

David Freeman of Glenwood 
Intermountain Properties, Inc. and 
Richard Knapp of University 
Properties, Inc. were nominated as 
spokesmen for the landlords. 

“We're surprised that the ACLU has 
brought this action against us,” 
Freeman said. 

“We feel our practices under the 
BYU Approved Housing Program are 
legal, fair, and not discriminatory 
(and) we will vigorously defend our- 
selves against this attack by the 
ACLU.” 

Knapp said it’s important to note the 
landlords are united and have ‘hired 
their own attorney to represent them 
and expects he will work with BYU’s 
attorney in defending the landlords 
against accusations of discrimination 
in.

monetary value, but it has historic 
value to us and we hope the head will 
be returned to the museum, Day said. 

This casting model is not a valuable 
object in itself, but the missing head is 
indicative of the problems we face in 
trying to care for the collection, Day 
said. 

“After the University assumed 
responsibility for the collection in 
1959, it failed to provide proper care 
for the collection over the years,’ Day 
said. 

Having the new museum certainly 
helps us, but the problem is still not 
solved, Day said. 

For a staff of two people to get con- 
trol of a collection of more than 
14,000 objects, which have been 
largely ignored for years, is a task 
beyond belief, Day said. 

The inventory has revealed that as 
many as 1,300 pieces of art, worth $4 
million and $6 million, have disap- 
peared from BYU.

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Windstorm damages 
campus buildings

A microburst that hit Provo and 
BYU.on May 31, with winds peaking 
at 121 mph, downed trees, damaged 
campus buildings and sent BYU 
employees home early. 

“T have never seen it this bad,” said 
Roy Peterman, manager of Grounds 
Maintenance. 

“Tree damage on campus was esti- 
mated at $297,980 in trees. 

Labor costs to clean up and replace 
trees had reached $45,000. There 
were about 253 trees that recieved 
major damage. 

About 10 buildings received roof 
damage. A few windows and sky- 
lights were also destroyed. 

“Froma general standpoint, we 
came out of this unscathed,’ said Jim 
Dain, building maintenance manager. 

Electricity was maintained on cam- 
pus, although campus buildings ser- 
viced by Provo City, such as the 
Amanda Knight Hall and Wymount 
Terrace, temporarily lost power. 

Human Resources Services began 
sending office personnel home in 
intervals at 4 p.m., because power to 
traffic lights was limited. 

“We wanted to eliminate the 5 
o'clock rush hour traffic problem and 
figured this would help the traffic sit- 
uation,” said Carolyn Lloyd, assistant 
administrative vice president with 
~ Human Resource Services. 

Liz Child, 20, a junior from 
Bountiful majoring in special educa- 


tion, was in her parked Chevrolet 
Cavalier, in lot 39 — west of the 
Richards Building — when the storm 
hit. She decided to sit in her car until 
the storm passed. While she waited, a 
tree snapped about two feet from the 
base and fell on her car. 

“T wasn’t really worried because the 
trees weren’t blowing,” Child said. 
“Then I heard this really loud noise 
— I looked and there was glass every- 
where.” 

Only able to open the door about 1 
1/2 feet, Child inched her way out of 
the car. 

She was uninjured. 

Four trees were downed and 12 
vehicles damaged in the lot where 
Child’s car was parked, reported 
Officer Jeff Long of University 
Police. 

Also damaged was the roof on the 
Cannon Center. Todd Fischio, assis- 
tant manager at Helaman Halls, said a 
50-foot section of the roof was pulled 
back and thirteen skylights blown off 
by the wind. 

“Tt looks like it has been peeled off,’ 
Fischio said. 

Crews put tarps and sandbags over 
the opening of the roof, Fischio said 
the building was “stabilized.” 

Five windows in Helaman Halls 
were broken by debris and wind. 
Especially For Youth participants 
were the residents of the halls at the 
time. 

“There is surprisingly minimal dam- 
age done,” said Capt. Michael 
Harroun of University Police, “con- 
sidering the extent of the storm.” 


Summer seniors get degrees

BYU awarded a total of 2,428 
degrees to a diverse senior class at the 
commencement ceremonies last 
week. 

The commencement exercises began 
on Thursday and were conducted by 
Elder Joseph P. Wirthlin of the 
Council of the Twelve Apostles of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. The academic procession- 
al marched to the Marriot Center from 
the Abraham Smoot Building a half 
hour before. 

The keynote address was given by 
Supreme Court Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor. 

On Friday, the individual colleges 
held their separate convocation cere- 
monies. A total of 10 different convo- 
cation ceremonies were held in vari- 
ous areas of campus. 

According to information released 
by the Office of Admissions and 
Records, statistics for the graduating 
class of 1994 are as follows: 

Of the 2,428 degrees awarded by the 
University, 2,039 are bachelor’s 
degrees. In addition to the bachelor’s 
degrees, BYU also awarded 345 mas- 
ters degrees, 41 doctorates, and 3 
associates degrees. 

The college of Family, Home, and 
Social Sciences had 577 students 
gfaduating this year, which is 23.8 
percent of the total graduating class, 
the largest of the individual, colleges. 


The graduates of the College of 
Humanities make up 16.3 percent of 
the total class and the College of Fine 
Arts and Communications has 8.8 
percent of the total class. : 

Of the total number of graduates, 
53.2 percent are men and 46.8 percent 
are women. 

The average age of the graduates is 
25:8 years old. For a bachelor’s 
degree, the average age is 25.3; for a 
masters degree the average age is 
30.8; and for a doctorate the average 
age is 35.4. The youngest student 
receiving a bachelorsdegree is 18 
years old and the oldest student 
receiving a bachelor’s degree is 
62 years old.

conference of the International 
Society, which takes place 
today, is “Development and 
Relief Efforts in a Troubled 
World” and will feature speech- 
es by two LDS Church leaders.

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Edwards closes in on 200th victory

Prophet? No. Legend? Yes. 
Regardless of the title, one thing is cer- 
tain. LaVell Edwards is the only saint 
who can get 65,000 people to gather 
together each week — in “the (meeting) 
house that LaVell built.” 

Already a legend in Utah, soon 
Edwards will enter into the College 
Football Hall of Fame as one of the pio- 
neers of the offensive passing attack. 
Edwards enters the 1994 season just 
three victories shy of 200 wins. If things 
go as expected, Edwards will celebrate 
this milestone in front of a homecrowd 
at Cougar Stadium on September 17 
when the Cougars meet Colorado State. 

Coincidentally, Notre Dame Fighting 
Irish Coach Lou Holtz will be going for 
his 200th victory this season as well — 
if the Irish enter the BYU game (7th 
game of the season for Notre Dame) 
undefeated, Holtz will be able to 
accomplish his milestone against 
Edwards and the Cougars. 
~The man who draws silent stares 
when he walks across campus, and 
saves his smiles for special occasions, 
feels that there are still more miracles in 
the making for BYU football. 

He thought he had seen it all after 
coaching so many great players and 
miraculous come- from behind victories. 


the season against Fresno State, and he 
wasn’t expected to play. But, called on 
near the end of the first half, Walsh 
responded by throwing for 439 yards 
and five TDs in a 48-45 loss. 

The following week he set a Cougar 
passing record with 619 yards, again 
throwing for five TDs, in a 58-56 loss to 


Utah State. 


“From then on, he was solidified as 
our starter and went on to have a good 
year,’ Edwards noted. 

Walsh threw for 3,727 yards, with 28 
touchdowns and 15 interceptions, help- 
ing compensate for an almost nonexis- 
tent ground game. 

Although he expects even better 
results this year, he prefers to focus on 
the team. 

“T don’t think about leading the league 
in passing,’ Walsh said. “I just want to 
win games. We were 6-6 last year, 
which is not very good by BYU stan- 
dards. We want to win the WAC title 
outright. We expect to win the WAC. 
Everybody has a shot at it, but we have 
the best shot. 

“People say the road to the WAC title 
goes through Provo, but we have to 
prove that every Saturday. We’re not 
good enough to just go out there and 
say, We’re BYU, that means we’re 


Not so. 

“T used to fight these things,’ he said 
as he held up a BYU parking ticket that 
he got for parking in front of his office. 
“JT don’t even bother fighting them any- 
more, I just pay them and send them 
off?” 

This was not one of those special 
occassions where the smile broke 
through. 

“J didn’t think you could get much 
more exciting than the SMU (1980 
Holiday Bowl) game, but it seems like 
every year there is a new “most excit- 
ing’ BYU game ever,’ Edwards said. 
“The Hawaii game this year was big, 
but then there was the Homecoming 
game in 91 where we had to block a 
field goal against UTEP to win it, and 
every year it seems like the San Diego 
State game is more exciting than the 
year before.” 

It is hard to select one single game 
which would be the biggest win in his 
career. But, Edwards says that the 
Michigan game (1984 Holiday Bowl) 
was the most important because it 
clinched the national championship. 
Beating Arizona State for the first time 
in 1974, 21-18, to capture his first WAC 
Championship was probably the most 
memorable. 

Edwards pointed out that ASU domi- 
nated the WAC in that era, and it was a 
big game for BYU to finally beat them, 


automatically going to whip your butt. 
We have to play our best'each Saturday, 
and we know it.’ 

The BYU defense, embarrassingly 
inept at times last year, made strides in 
the spring, Walsh said, and running 
backs Jamal Willis and Hema Heimuli 


especially in only his third year as head 
coach. 

Edwards is as curious about his own 
future as most of his fans are, and as of 
yet he has no set date of retirement. 

“When I-retire I am going to step 
away, I am not interested in the athletic 
director job at all,” he said. “T-would like 
to go on a mission with my wife, 
because neither of us got to go when we 
were younger.” 

There is no requirement that the foot- 
ball coach must step down at age 65 like 
there is for the athletic director position 
at BYU, so that will have no effect on 
his decision of when to retire. He real- 
izes however, that he is at the age where 
his coaching days are not going to go on 
forever. 

Edwards often tries to sit down and 
come up with a plan, but it is hard to say 
a certain date of when he knows he will 
be ready to move on. He plans to keep 
coaching as long as things keep going 
well and he still enjoys it. 

“A long time ago I had a lot of offers 
from other schools, but I decided: that I 
would never coach at a university other 
than BYU,” he said. “But, I also decided 
that if I ever got an offer from the NFL I 
would take it.” 

Although many NFL teams have 
expressed interest in Edwards over the 
years, the Detroit Lions are the only 
team who ever really offered him a head 


are recovered from injuries that nagged 
them most of last season. 

“The most important thing we have to 
change is our attitude, especially about 
winning in the fourth quarter,’ Walsh 
said. “There were three or four games 

_last year we could have won in the 


coaching job in the NEL. That offer 
came after the national championship 
year in 1984, and since turning down 
the Lions job, teams have shown little 
interest because they assume he is not 
interested in coaching in the NFL. 

Edwards said that even though he had 
previously decided that he would take 
an NFL job when the opportunity 
arose, when the time came to make the 
decision he realized that it was such a 
hard decision for him to make that it 
probably was not the right thing to do. 
That is the only actual offer he ever had 
from the NFL and he is pleased with 
his decision to stay in Provo. 

Edwards on quarterbacks 

Edwards has coached some of the 
greatest college quarterbacks of all time 
in Nielsen, Wilson, McMahon, Young, 
Bosco, Detmer and Walsh. Because of 
his experience, offensive coordinators 
at all levels pattern their game plans 
after the teachings of Edwards. 
Edwards dare not name one of these 
players as the best quarterback he has 
ever coached, but he is often confused 
by the comparisons that come about. 

“I do not understand why so many 
people compare John Walsh to Jim 
McMahon, they are two very nice 
young men, but they are really not alike
